ALnaxy, Jan, 4,—Tha Republioan oMears who
are to by clected at the organization of the As-
pembly al noon tesmorrow  were nominated
unanimounly at the cnucus of Hepubilean As
pemblynien beld to-night. James M. K. O'Grady
of Rochester was renominated for Speaker, Col.
Archie Daxter of Eimira for Clerk, Jamea .
Crawford of the borough of Manhattan, New
York city, for Bergeant-at-Arma, and Henry O,
Lammert of the borough of Brooklyn, New
York city, for wslenographer. Willlam H.
Crnlgg  of Nochester wan nominated for
head doorkeener, Frank W, Johnson of Buftalo
for firat asaistant doorkeepor, and Cbarles .
Hotaling of Bethlehem, Albany county, for
second nmistant doorkeeper. Each nomina-
tion, with tho exception of that for Spoaker, was
made by acclamation, and every one of the sov-
enty-elght Hopubliean Asvemblymen, with the
exception of Mr. O'Grady, attended the ocaucus.
The Spenker wan In his room adjolning the As-
sombly Chamber, whers tho eaucuns was held,
The two Clta' Assemblymen, Francis E, Lalm-
beer and John A. Weeks, Jr.,, of New York
were Lthe only absentees who elaiin to ba Ropub-
leane, though not electod aa party men.

The eaucus lastod but balf an hour and was
called Lo order by Assemblyman Emerson W,
Addis of P'utoam,. It was the most harmonlous
gathering of Republican Assemblymen previous
to the orgianlzation of the Assembly that can be
remombered, Otto Kelsey of Livingsion was
chosen Chalrman unanlmously and the caucus
Immediately procoeded to business, Thomas A,
Hears of Franklin and Edward O, Brennan of the
borough of Brooklyn were named ns Secretarics,
Nominations being In order, Willinm M. Arm-
strong of Rochester placed Mr, O'Grady's
nanmeo befors the for r Ination as
Spoaker, This was agreed to by acclnmation
after other nominations for Speaker had been
called for by the Chair and none offered. In n
woment David F, Davis and George Tilfany of
the borough of Brooklyn were on thelr foct and
anked that they be allowed to mnke a state-
ment.

SHOT THROUGH A WINDOW,

Geoorge Baker and Mis Wifn Milled by an Un-
kuewn Porson,

The Coroner and offlcers
think they have a clue to the murderer, If the
murderar {s caught he will not live to have a
wrial in court.

Haker had just started a firo. His wife had
wot out of bed and was only partly dressad,
Frank Barnell, a hired man, was at the barn
feeding the horses, and Charles Wright, another
bired man, was upstairs, They rushed Into the
room after the shooting to find both dead,
